Vicksburg, Miss., Oct. 22.—The re- 


ception accorded President Roosevelt 
by the people of Vicksburg was one of 
the most cordial he has ever received. 
The whole city turned out and gave 
the 
chief magistrate a hearty and 


noisy welcome. The president spoke 
at the courthouse square, where an 
immense crowd had gathered. He was 
introduced by Representative Johu 
Sharp "Williams, who took advantage 
of the occasion to pay a graceful com- 
pliment to the president, the senti- 
ment being heartily, cheered. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said in part: 


"I am glad to be here in this historic 


city, this city forever memorable of 
the heroic conflicts in which the victor 
and vanquished alike showed such 
splendid courage, such splendid fealty 
to the light as it was given to each. 
Even before the civil war Mississippi's 
sons had' shown that they knew how 
to fight. It was from Vicksburg that 
a company of that famous Mississippi 
regiment which won undying renowa 
in the Mexican war under the gallant 
leadership ot its colonel, -who after- 
ward became the favorite son not only; 
of Mississippi, but of all the south, 
Jefferson 
Davis came. (Applause.) 


Fellow citizens, think how fortunate 
we are as a nation that it is possible 
for the president to come here to be 
conducted through your National park 
by the surviving lieutenant general ot 
the Confederate army (General Lee), 
and to feel that every instance of 
heroism recorded by the monuments 
alike to the Union and the Confederate 
dead on that battlefield is a subject 
for just pride to every citizen ot this 
nation, no matter where be lives. 


"It .seems to me that-no-American • 


president could spend his time better: 
than by seeing for himself just what 
the rich and wonderful region .of the 
lower Mississippi valley is, so that he 
may go back, as I shall go back to 
Washington, with the set purpose to 
do everything that in me lies to see 
that the United States does its full 
share in making the Mississippi river 
practically a part of the seacoast (ap- 
plause), in making it a deep-channel 
to the Great Lakes from the gulf. And 
as an instance of building the levees 
for the lower part of that great rivet» 
I wish to see them so built aa to re- 
move absolutely from the minds of all 
the dwellers in the lowlands of Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and in portions of 
Tennessee and Arkansas near by, all 
apprehension of a possible overflow. • 


"We are now digging the Panpjiia 


canal (applause), and it is being well 
done. One reason why the work is 
being handled so well is that we re- 
fused to go into it until after careful 
study, so that we should know that we 
did not make any false steps. I want 
when we start on this great inland 
work to be sure that we start on prin-. 
ciples that will prevent waste, extrav- 
agance and misapplication of effort." 
" 


The president said he agreed heart- 


ily that the constitution of the "Halted,,, 
States represents a fixed series of:S 
principles. Yet he held that in the 
interest of the people it must "be inter- 
preted not as a strait jacket; not as lay- 
ing the hand of death, upon all devel- 
opment, but as an instrument designed 
for the life and health and growth of 
the nation. He said he wanted to see 
the United States deal justly with 
every nation, but he hoped that it 
would be in such shape that it can al- 
ways rely on its own might to protect 
it from injuries in return. He wanted 
a:! citizens to see to it that the worfc 
of building up Uncle Sam's navy goes 
ou.

Xot since the days of Alexander Ham- 
ilton has such a doctrine ol centraliza- 
tion bepn advanced as 11ns suggestion 
by the president. It would practically 
place the government of the slates in 
Washington. The Democratic doctrine 
is that tho ff deral authority attend to 
fcdoral afiaiis and leave the states to 
a'tend to titcir homo go^ crni.i'jnt " 


The federal authority should be 


added to Kate authority, not substi- 
tuted for it." Mr. Bryan adued.

said the federal government actips; 
within its pie&ont powers could curb 
the trubts.
